To Speak on Humour 



Debating Society 
Features Address

Billed to address the second 
meeting of the Debating Union 
Society at. 8.15 p.m. tonight in the 
R.V.C. Common Room is Mr. Max 
Ford, presdnt Director of the Busi- 
ness School of the Sir George Wil- 
liams college in Montreal. "The 
Use of Humour in publie- Speak- 
ing" is to be the subject of the Ulk, 
and the meeting will be open to all 
students who may be Interested in 
the topic under discussion. 

Mr. Ford is an earnest advocate 
of the need for humour in all forms 
of speaking and especially in debat- 
ing. It is his firm belief that a sense 
of humour is a most important as 
set in the technique of interesting 
an atidience, and one of the most 
efficient instruments both in« de- 
molishing an opponent's arguments 
and in emphasing the speaker's own 
points. In his theory of arguing in 
debates he stresses the advantage 
of making use of as much repartee 
and quick thinking in replies as 
possible, pointing out that humour, 
and more particularly its extreme 
form ridicule, should form a major 
part of any contest of words. Such, 
with due explanation, , elaboration 
and illustration, will be the burden 
of his theme tonight. 

The speaker U a McGIU Law 
graduate, and. was much interested 
In debating aeUvities whilst he 
was in the University, taking part 
in several intereoUegiate debates. 
He Is also reputed to be outstanding 
as k Montreal humourist. 

The speech is in accord with the 
policy of the Society in presenting 
a series of lectures on varloiu sub 
jects connected with the art of pub 
lie speaking: a- program which has 
been carefully arranged to give the 
maximum possible assistance tr 
those students who find difficulty 
In expressing their ideas in public, 
through the medium of the expert 
of^professlon al ^speakers.

The Wartime Bureau of Technical 
Personnel has Issued to the Univer 
sity a number of registration forms 
which have to be filled out by En- 
gineering students in their gradua' 
tlon year. The purpose of this regis- 
tration is to complete a similar sur- 
vey of all Canadian professional 
engineers conducted last spring. 

The information received from 
the McGiU survey wlU be consoll; 
dated with the data coUected last 
spring. This, then, wiU form a com 
plete body of information on all 
practising and will-be practising en- 
gineers in Canada for 1942. ' 

The questionnaires have already 
been issued to all fourUi year en 
gineerlng students. Architectural 
students, hoWéyër.'arè not' included 
in the survey. "The returns are com- 
ing in quite satisfactorily, but there 
are a few laggards, stated Prof. 
French, who Is in charge o^ the 
survey at McGUL It is expected Utat 
a complete return from aU the stur 
dents wlU be obtained by the end 
of the week. * .

Dr. Penf ield 
To Give Talk 
On Surgery 

Noted Surgeon 
Will Address 
Pre-Medicals 



Tlje Pre-Medical Society will 
hold Its regular bi-weckly meeting 
at 5.00 p.m. this afternoon in the 
Union Ballroom. Feature of the 
program will be an address by Dr. 
Wilder Penfield, Professor of Neu- 
rology and Neurosurgery at McGill 
and Director of the Montreal Neu- 
rological Institute/ 

Known in many lands for his 
spectacular operations in neurosur- 
gery. Dr. Penfield has risen bril- 
liantly to prominence in a field 
which,. "but a few decades past, was 
one of the deep obscurities of medi- 
cine. Though brain surgery Is by 
no means a new science— trephin- 
ing the skull is believed to have 
been carried out in ancient Egypt 
—the work of Sir Victor Horsley In 
England and of Harvey Cushing at 
Boston and Yale made It one of the 
most publicized of medical speciali- 
zations. Dr. Penfield has made a 
significant contribution to its rapid 
progress in the last fifteen years. 

A Rhodes Scholar of 1914, Dr. 
Penfield served as surgeon in the 
American Red Cross Hospital in 
Paris, returning home to receive his 
M.D. from Johns Hopkins at Balti- 
more in 1918. Post-graduate study 
took him to Harvard and Prince- 
ton, to Edinburgh, London, and the 
Continent. 'In 1028 he came to 
Montreal as Neurosurgeon to the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospitals, and six years later 
was responsible for the founding of 
the Montreal Neurological Insti- 
tute, of which he was made and has 
remained Director. His distinguish- 
edrworlchas gained, him.'a reputa- 
tion extending over many contin- 
ents; and his great achievements 
in the surgery of the brain may 
well accord him a personal niche in 
medical history.

The attention of this university 
was drawn to the advisabllity of ' 
such a move by the resoIuUons of 
nearly 1,000 college and university 
presidents from Canada, the United, 
States and Puerto Rico at a recent 
conference in Baltimore.

the National Committee on Educa*' ' 
tion and Defence and the U.S. Of-;',' 
fice of iklucatidn brought together :

Its purpose was to study means ' 
whereby li program for closer ro- - 
operation between the governments • 
and' the médiums of higher edtica- 
tion might be drawn up. , The re- ' 
suits of this two-day conference 
were publiished and distributed to 
all coUege presidents In a memor-:

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The War of Ideas 

It ought to be a platitude that the win- 
ning of the milifary war is just the firsti 
but 'prerequisite, phase of a much greater 
atnigglc. Man's incapacity to master the 
.world in which he finds himself has led 
him to two total wars within the last 
twenty-five years. Ironically enougli both 
.wars have engendered waves of idealistic 
hope that human conditions must be bet- 
tered. The appalling sacrifice demanded 
of/imeQ for these huge displays can only be 
>vrestëd from them by the promise of fu- 
rtturo improvement in, their conditions. 

-The 1914 war gave rise to revolution- 
ary doctrines concerning the prevention of 
;future wars. The carrying into practice of 
jthe doctrines was entrusted to small mind- 
ied politicians who were incapable of grasp- 
ing any of the real implications of what 
:was being attempted. Even Winston 
Churchill opposed the league idea when he 
first heard of it and claimed that such 
limits upon national sovereignty could not 
be tolerated. He did not foresee the char 
àcter of the men who would be in control 
of his country. In any case, even this most 
obvious aspect of the war idealism— a 
scheme t,o prevent future wars — was still- 
bom. Inter-war English and French lead- 
ers were cither abysmally stupid or blindly 
eelf-seeking. . There can be no doubt that 
come English public men must face the 
ehkrge of aiding and abetting the growing 
strength of the fascist powers as a safe 
'g uw d^p their materialistic class interests. 
|TES||ïàte Lord Rothermore through his 
IKiwerful network of papers would be a no- 
:tdrioluB^ example. Chamberlain probably 
.combined both this deliberate policy with 
congenital capabilities of being duped. 
Baldwin was just a natural object for fas- 
ieist duplicity. 

Further English idealism maturing dur 
Jijg the war was bound up with the Labor 
and Socialist parly. Several opportunities 
fell to this party and were completely lost. 
iEnglish social life proceeded on the same 
.plane of class stratification and limited 
privilege to the well-born few. 

In, the United States extensive policies 
)>f economic and social adjuatment initiat- 
ed. ; by Theodore' Boosevclt and Woodrow 
^.Wilson (in his first term) were interrupted 
,-^y/,the war. ' The Progressive party plat 
f^m, and with it all the tendencies sum 
jtta^ up by Herbert Croly's "Promise of 
^^Swrican Life," written just before the 
'^i^i-'was abandoned. The post-war answer 
this promise was the fatuous smugness 
ÎM^the twenties, the red hunt aimed" by 
8&lid' Americans against damned agitators, 
ihe/copjplete domination of the country by 
thè successful business men. This ultimate 
ly anti-pocial trend was not reversed until 
m'nklin D.'s new deal and the rise to cf 
IfèoUve strength of the C.I.O. 
>. iNow once ihore these two countries are 
liemanding ultimate sacrifices from their 
people and once more said people are hop- 
ing ^wistfully for better things in the fu- 
ture. The war itsélf can not quite be es- 
fc^blÎBhed in the public mind as an idèalis- 
|ic struggle. It ie^just a lapt ditch saving 

Ef our own akins. We quite' casually 
matched people of China, Spain, Ethiopia 
nd Ciechoelovakia being raped by the 



wrongly one of the chief spiritual supporta, 
by which men (and that inoludes women) 
are living today is their hope for the fu- 
ture.

Very briefly some of the signs of this 
might bo mentioned. Very little integra- 
tion or collation of these can be titidcrtakcn 
yet. I 

In England the first significant gesture 
was the removal of Chamberlain and the 
entry or Labor into ' the cabinet. Along 
with this came a comprehensive statement 
of poet-wac social aims. These came sim- 
ply as necessary war movementa aimed at 
unification of the country. Now we hear 
that the old home of English- class snob- 
bery—the public school system— is to be 
scrapped in favor of an equitable nationn! 
education system. The social aims of tho 
Roosevelt regime if projected after the war. 
would closely parallel those being prom- 
ised in England. 

Of equal importance perhaps is our 
closer co-operation with communist Rus- 
sia. The outcome of this is still doubtful. 
But surely the caution of those who sup- 
port .Russia only because Russians can kill 
Germans and vehemently dissociate them- 
selves from any other aspect of the Soviet 
is not in tune with the promises of the fu- 
ture. 

The very process of organizing our- 
selves for winning the war holds dangers 
for these hopes. There is little, for instance, 
in any aspect of the life in the fighting 
ser\'ices which would better equip men to 
participate as citizens in a liberal democ- 
racy. In Canada the executive plea of war 
crisis has resulted in Parliament abdicat- 
ing almost all its responsibilities. But as 
a matter of fact these issues for tomorrow 
are not very much alive in Canada. We 
are thinking in terms of pre-dcpression 
business prosperity and unfettered indivi- 
dual initiative.

Finally the Atlantic charter should be 
mentioned. Essentially it is a revival of 
Wilfon's league idea. Its significance de- 
pends not so much upon its content as 
upon what we do with it. As to this, noth- 
ing, of courfie, can yet be said. 

We will not have anything perfect after 
the war. In so f.ir as we think in terms of 
perfection we will of course be ridiculously 
disappointed. Wo will probably have more 
wars. But, somewhat wearily, men doubt 
less will have spirit for a new spate of good 
causes and crusades aimed at bringing 
about some kind of better living.

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Orchestral Concert In Plateau Hall 

The Concert Symphonique in Plateau Hall 
on Tuecday evening was a concert of purely 
orchestral music, and a welcome respite from 
visiUns. soloists, and It gave the orchestra an 
opportunity to sum up Its achievements In 
playing technique to date. M. Defauw's pro- 
gram of works by Bach, Beethoven, and 
Brahms did not startle by its originality or by 
its appeal to the sophisticated palate, but it 
was a short and merry one, and it was sound- 
ly directed, irresistibly played. M. Defauw was 
in rare good form, and conducted with , his 
usual blend of elegatace and impetuosity. What 
he gave tis. on Tuesday was an evening ot 
dance rhythms and conviviality in general. 

Bach's Suite in B minor for flute and strings 
introduced a member of the orchestra, Herve 
Baillargeon, as soloist. Like most chamber 
works of the same sort, this ravishing suite or 
fers some serious performance problems when 
pl^ayed by a symphony group. This observer 
cannot remember having ever heard the work 
under completely satisfying conditions— when, 
that is, the balance between the solo Instru 
ment and the string tuttl was properly adjust 
ed; but Tuesday's performance was ot a very 
high order.' 

The fault is, of course, partly Bach's. Ob 
vlously he was wriUng for fifteen strings, not 
fifty; but anyone familiar with his orchestral 
chamber works will appreciate that Bach was 
only Just beginning to experiment with what 
arc now rudimentary canons ot orchestraUon 
and instrumental timbre. He wrote, as most 
of the composers of his day did, for 'parts,' 
high, low, or in between, without too much re 
gard for the individuality of the instruments to 
which they were allotted. In this work, for 
example, the rich bass and trequantly doubled 
strings tend to kill the flute's fragile overtones, 
M. Defauw tackles the problem in the modern 
European fashion, by doubling the flutes In 
tuttl passages, and cutting the strings to 
double quartet in solo parts, but even this is 
no* quite drastic enough. , . - i, . 

M. Baillargeon and the brcheslrrdid' a first- 
rale Job on Tuesday evening, patrician, and In 
exquisite taste. Thè soloist does not play with 
a large tone, but the quality and intonation are 
in every way admirable, and he «amèd à real 
ovation. 

Brahms was represented by the Academic 
Festival Overture, which he Is supposed to 
have described (with more justice than usual) 
as a "kind ot potpourri ot atud^t songs. 
Structurally It is little more,, but it Is so mar- 
vellously orchMtfatéd, and so engagingly beau 
tiful as to be quite Inè6inparà6lè. 

For the major work of the evening, It De- 
fauw turned to Beethoven, and a rèmark^bl 
performance of the Seventh symphony. It was 
one of those rare occasions ,wben the orchestra 
is singing well, when everyt{)^g seems to come 
Oft according to calculaUm^^ nothing can 
go pmonK. Kontràil liMdiSES^^ in' 



troduced to the orchestra's permanent conduc- 
tor u a Beethoven interpreter, and the Beet- 
hoven symphonies are beyond doubt hla most 
compelling acbievement It is perhaps De- 
tauw's nervous energy, his impetuosity, his 
feeling tor the brusque, the dramatic and the 
open handèd Uiat make his Beethoven so virile 
and apt, where elsewhere they limit and nul- 
lify. On Tuesday, the performance showed 
more clearly than at any past concert the con; 
trol over precision and nuance Defauw Is get- 
ting from his orchestra. The next concert Is 
to take place on February 24thi no soloist is an- 
nounced. — R. A. M.

Explanation Offered 

Editor, McGiU;Oaily, 
Dear Sir: . ; i; •, , , 
For the benefit of yourself, and 
those critics who have intimated 
that the meeting of tho Arts Un 
dergraduatcs Society are farcical, : 
might reveal a few facts that their 
minds have not enlarged themselves 
to, consider. 

First of all: the Socicty.has atcon 
stitutlon, which, if not, adhered to, 
might as well mean the scrapping of 
the whole organization (if such can 
be said to exist, as many people 
seem to doubt). In this constitution, 
it is written to -the effect .that two 
meetings of the society must be 
held in each term, originally stating 
that a quorum of 25 is necessary 

Publicity and all, out of the 600 
odd male students in our faculty, 
total of 10, with five stragglers, 
turned up. If beer and. free cigar- 
rettes cannot mix with business 
meetings, as an earlier editorial of 
the Daily kindly suggested; then 
no added attractions will produce 
but a corporal's guard of students. 
As for the gerrymandering, as our 
critics are wont to call it, at the 
first meeting; might I ask said wise 
acres how one is to abide by a con- 
stitution calling for 25 members, it 
never any more than 15 show up? 

As for the letter drafted to the 
War Council; a resolution was 
brought up by Mr. David Garmaisc 
before the assembled, multitude of 
IS, that a letter be sent to the Coun- 
cil, . advocating a clearer cxplana 
tion of the position of the students 
and especially those of honour stu- 
dents, in connection with the war 
effort; and advocating more action 
by the Council to bring these stU' 
dents more into the effort. The 
meeting passed the Resolution i.e. 
that Mr. Garmaise along with the 
Secretary of the Arts Undergrad 
uate Society, draft the letter In con 
formation With the resolution as 
passed. 

Finally, might I emphasize the

their tuition, but he suggests that 
by "adding the extra term, hard- 
up studetits will . be enabled to 
graduate all the sooner, thus easing 
thelMburden ita the long run." He 
aIso*ad3s^that the government 
might be willing to assist by allot- 
ing'a special loan fund to such stu- 
dents, if in return they would offer 
their services to Canada upon 
graduation. ■' ° 

In closing, Compton stated: "We 
must repeat, again, that the difficul- 
ties are many and great Most 
courses would have- to be drasti- 
cally , re-organized. We would all 
have to work much harder. Fees 
would have to be altered. But In 
times like these, we must lie pre- 
pared to make sacrifices. "And 
whén the war is over," he added, 
"perhaps the ridiculously long five 
month holiday will be a thing' for- 
ever past, and students will no 
longer be students for only half 
the yean"' .-
